peremptory  necessity,  in  the  critical  circumstances  in  wbi^ 
we  are  plai^.  To  whom  could  the  Government  have  been

Is  a  sheer  failure  to  be 
persisted  in  because  nothing  else  can  be  proposed  ?  Are 
we  to  continue  to  waste  a  portion  of  our  strength  in  an 
endeavour  worse  than  futile,  because  the  whole  of  our 
strength  is  not  equal  to  the  gigantic  task  we  have  under¬ 
taken? 

Pathetic  pictures  are  painted  of  the  consequences  that 
would  ensue  in  Africa  from  the  withdrawal  of  the  blockading 
squadron.  Descriptions  hardly  less  punful  might  be  given 
of  the  effects  of  continuing  it,  but  is  it  for  us  to  legislate  for 
the  civilisation  of  Africa?  Have  we  no  tasks  nearer  home  for 
the  same  end  on  a  somewhat  smaller  scale,  which  neverthe¬ 
less  have  as  yet  exceeded  our  skill  and  means.  Has  not  half 
Ireland  a  prior  claim  to  Africa  to  the  cares  directed  to  civili¬ 
sation.  And  wisely  said  Mr  Gladstone,  *'  It  is  not  the  or- 
“  dinance  of  Providence  that  the  Government  of  one  nation 
“  should  correct  the  morals  of  another.’*  The  beam  in  our 
own  eyes  should  be  quite  enough  to  occupy  us.

THE  BUDGET  MORALIZED. 

Wbo  would  be  a  Chancellor  of  tbe  Exchequer  with  a 
surplus  ?  A  dog  with  a  bone  in  his  mouth,  with  a  hungiy 
pack  in  pursuit  of  him,  sure  of  a  suap  from  every  tooth,  is  to 
be  envied  in  comparison  with  him.  Eveiy  man’s  hand,  every 
man’s  voice  and  vote,  are  against  him.  Whatever  he  does 
he  must  do  wrong.  He  has  to  please  everybody,  and  angry 
disappointments  menace  him  in  every  quarter.  Every 
taxed  article  finds  a  voice,  which  cries  out  to  him  that  its 
relief  is  the  one  thing  needful.  Hops. 'soap,  newspaper 
stamps,  paper,  windows,  tea,  tobacco,  timber,  attomies’  cer 
tificaies,  bricks,  stamp  duties,  malt,  Ac.,  Ac.  Each  makes 
out  the  best  claims,  and  a  refusal  seems  monstrous.  But 
yet,  what  is  a  million  and  a  half  among  so  many  ?  Nothing 
short  of  a  miracle  can  satisfy  all.  The  many  disappointed 
claimants  become  savage  malcontents,  and  rage  against  the 
financial  man.  And  be  has  brought  it  all  on  himself.  For 
this  he  had  toiled  late  and  early ;  for  this  he  has  pinched 
and  screwed,  and  pared ;  for  this  he  has  economised  and 
nursed  the  public  means,  husbanding  resources  so  as  to 
make  much  of  little. 


It  strangely  happens  that  of  the  two  parties  whidj

M.  Thiers  has  all  along  said,  that  if  he  evw  accepted! 
ministry  it  must  be  to  do  something,  and  not  to  vegetiii 
the  executive  of  a  republic  and  the  worker  of  a  constWi 
he  despised.  In  other  words,  if  M.  Thiers  came  in,  itiii 
be  for  a  cotp  d'etat.  But  the  majority  have  not  bdkl 
for  this,  nor  are  any  two  of  them  agreed  as  to  whom  the  a| 
(Tetat  should  be  in  favour  of.  M.  Thiers  would  notrisfl 
in  order  to  make  Louis  Napoleon  his  emperor  and  M 
and  Louis  Napoleon  will  not  let  him  do  it  for  any  om  A 
Besides,  the  principals  for  whom  these  gentlemen 
make  a  revolution  are  not  reiy  eager  for  it  Louis  PhW 
has  no  desire  again  to  behold  a  French  mob,  wjj 
has  the  Due  de  Nemours.  Even  the  Prince  de  Jointill^ 
of  founding  an  empire  in  the  south  of  Brazil.  Monttij 
would  suit  him,  and  Lord  Aberdeen  is  paving  the  sjj 
him.  But  the  moet  strange  reluctance  Is « that  of  the  Iw 
oi  Bondeaux,  who  will  do  notliing,  and  make  no 
conquer  the  crown  of  France.

Tbe  end  of* all  is,  that  he  is  hunted

coveted  substance.  '  Alas !  how  he  must  lament  “  the  good 
old  times  when  he  was  so  unfortunate,”  the  happy  peaceful 
days  when  be  sat  at  ease  on  an  empty  clieet,  and  when, 
with  a  deficiency,  he  coukl  sing  b^re  tbe  thief.

Among  the  works  iu  latten^ 
most  conspicuous  is  a  dish,  the  centre  of  which  represents 
citadel  of  Corfu,  while  the  edge  contains  engravings  of  bst^ 
between  the  Turks  and  Venetians.  Of  the  collection  rf 
bronzes,  one  of  the  principal  features  is  an  Italian  fonntsi^ 
formed  of  two  terminal  fibres,  surmounted  by  a  grooprf 
Theseus  carrying  away  the  Queen  of  the  Amazons.  This*^ 
longs  to  her  Maiesty.  The  celebrated  shield  of  embosie,) 
steel  damascened  with  gold  and  silver,  and  attributed  to  Ben 
venuto  Cellini,  attracts  a  large  share  of  attention.  Of 
metal  works  ornamented  in  niello,  we  may  direct  attention  to 
a  portable  altar,  formed  of  a  slab  of  jasper  on  a  basis  of  wood, 
and  mounted  in  silver.  This  is  an  Italian  production  of^ 
thirteenth  century,  and  belongs  to  the  Rev.  Dr  Rock.— 
to  the  works  in  metal  come  those  in  sculpture  and  carrinv 
and  here  the  collection  is  hardly  less  rich  and  diversified  th« 
in  the  section  already  described.  The  specimens  exhibited 
are  in  wood,  ivorv,  and  stone,  and  are^  all  executed  with  s 
delicacy  and  finisn  which  may  well  excite  astonishment  and 
admiration.  In  this  department  of  the  exhibition  by  far  the 
most  remarkable  object  is  a  rosary,  the  designs  of  which  aie 
attributed  to  Holbein.  This  relic  belonged  formerly  to  Henry 
VIII,  and  has  represented  on  it  all  the  mysteries  of  the 
of  Our  Saviour  compared  with  the  principal  events  of  the  Old 
Testament.  Nothing  can  exceed  the  delicacy  of  the  work, 
manship.  This  rosary  was  given  bpr  a  Bishop  of  Aix  to  the 
celebrated  Pere  la  Chaise,  who  left  it  to  the  House  of  Pro. 
fessed  Jesuits  at  Paris.  When  their  property  was  sold,  it  wm 
bought  by  I’Abb^  Brolier,  the  learned  editor  of  ‘  Tacitos,* 
from  whose  nephew  it  was  obtained  by  its  present  proprietor 
the  Duke  of  Devonshire.  Another  carving  in  wood  which 
merits  fecial  attention  is  a  bas  relief  representing  Adam  and 
Eve.  The  frame  in  which  it  is  set  is  elaborately  wrought  and

Why  should  this  be,  see¬ 
ing  it  is  the  art,  and  not  the  curiosity,  with  which  the  National 
O^ery  is  properly  concerned  7 

It  may  be  accounted  for  in  two  ways,  and  I  think  only  in 
two.  It  may  be  that  those  persons  upon  whose  judgment 
the  trustees  rely  in  the  selection  of  pictures  have  not  suffi¬ 
cient  confidence  in  their  own  judgment,— that  they  daro  not 
recommend  the  expenditure  (say)  of  a  hundred  pounds  in  the 
purchase  even  of  a  first-rate  picture,  unless  they  can  prove 
that  it  was  actually  painted  by  a  first-rate  master,  for  fear  it 
should  turn  out  to  ne  not  merely  a  picture  by  some  other 
hand  (which  it  might  be,  and  yet  the  money  might  have  been 
very  well  laid  out),  but  a  picture  not  teorih  the  hundr^  pounds 
(which  could  not  unless  it  were  a  bad  picture,  which  ought 
not  to  have  been  purchased  at  all,  whoever  painted  it).  Or  it 
may  be  that  the  trustees,  fearing  lest  they  should  make  some 
ridiculous  mistake,  make  it  a  principle  not  to  rely  upon  any 
maa*s  judgment,  but  to  buy  only  what  is  universally  acknow¬ 
ledged  to  be  first-rate.  Take  it  which  of  these  ways  you  will, 
the  plan  adopted  in  the  purchase  of  our  national  pictures  is 
traceable  to  the  fear  of  m^ng  mistakes  which  may  expose  the 
Board  to  ridicule  and  clamour.  But  mistakes  may  be  made 
on  both  sides :  the  not  purchasing  a  good  thing  from  igno- 
ranee  of  its  value  may  be  as  just  a  ground  of  censure  as  the 
purchasing  a  bad  thing  by  mistake.  And  (to  keep  the  balance 
even)  when  such  mistakes  are  detected,  it  is  fit  that  they 
should  be  exposed. 

A  strong  case  of  this  kind  has  occurred  lately,  and  will, 
I  hope,  draw  attention  to  the  subject.  A  very  beautiful  pic¬ 
ture.  supposed  by  the  possessor  to  be  an  Andrea  Mantegna, 
was  put  up  for  public  auction  in  London  a  few  weeks  ago. 
Mr  Morris  Moore,  as  soon  as  he  saw  it.  knew  that  it  was, 
in  fact,  a  remarkably  fine  Raphael.  Fortunately  for  him, 
nobody  else  durst  think  so  ;  and  it  was  knocked  dowm  to  him 
for  sixty-seven  pounds !  I  say  knew,  because — judging  not 
by  my  own  impressions,  which  are  worth  nothing,  but  by  the 
opinions  of  persons  whom  I  know  to  be  competent — 1  have 
no  doubt  myself  that  the  picture  will,  ere  long,  be  generally 
acknowledged  and  established  not  only  as  an  unquestionable 
Raphael,  but  as  an  unusually  fine  specimen,  in  unusually 
good  preservation,  and  not  less  remaraable  for  the  beauty  of

If  at  a  gastronomic  treat  two  or  three  thing!  are  excellent,  after 
their  kind,  and  moderately  suhetantial,  the  guest,  presuming  him  to 
be  of  the  reasonable  order,  will  have  no  excuse  for  complaining,  though 
the  entries  be  not  abeolutely  perfect ;  for  the  receptacle  for  the  pro¬ 
ducts  of  the  culinary  art  being  of  limited  dimensions,  cannot,  without 
of  a  fatal  result,  take  in  a  portion  of  each  of  the  four-and- 
twenty  platM  whereof  the  three  courses  of  an  orthodox  dinner  stre 
formed.  But  at  the  feast-musical  the  state  of  affairs  is  widely  diffe¬ 
rent;  the  aliment  is  aerial,  the  ear  can  admit  and  enjoy,  and  the 
mind  taste  and  digest,  ten,  or  a  dozen,  or  more  varietieeof  the  richest 
food  that  composers  can  concoct,  provided  the  caterer  is  discrimina¬ 
tive,  is  scientific  in  his  way,  understands  the  principles  of  contrast, 
and  recognises  the  necessity  of  relief. 

The  present  concert  presented  lees  than  a  third  of  whst  a  healthy 
musical  appetite  desired,  and  of  what  might,  had  the  selection  been 
more  judicious,bave  been  converted  into  agreeable  and  wholesome  men¬ 
tal  nutriment.  Of  the  ten  pieces  introduced,  the  two  Symphonies 
and  Romberg's  Overture  were  alone  unexceptionable.  The  Chrerture 
to  Leonera—Sk  wild,  dramatic  medley,  exhibiting  many  clever  original 
pasaagee,  the  paternity  of  which  is  strongly  marked,  has  been  so  often 
and  so  recently  presented  to  nearly  the  same  audience,  with  whom  it 
has  never  been  a  favourite,  that  it  ought  to  be  put  aside  for  a  while. 
In  the  theatre,  and  preliminary  to  the  opera  (Fiddio),  for  which  it  was 
written,  it  would  be  more  intelligible,  consequently  more  effective. 
The  Concerto  of  Beethoven  is  a  roost  melodious,  beautiful,  and  mas¬ 
terly  work,  but  requires  to  be  played

ExHiniTio.N  OF  WoRK.s  OF  Ancient  and  Mbdi^cval  Art. 
— The  Royal  Society  of  Arts  have  formed  in  their  rooms 
in  the  Adelphi  a  collection  of  works  of  ancient  and  mediaeval 
art,  which  must  attract  for  some  time  to  come  a  very  large 
share  of  public  curiosity  and  interest.  The  idea  of  this  exhi¬ 
bition  is  an  extremely  happy  one,  as  it  forms  a  fitting  prelude 
to  the  great  industrial  display  of  1851.  The  works  exhibited 
have  been  carefully  selected  from  the  cabinets  and  galleries 
of  the  greatest  connoisseurs  in  the  kingdom,  and  all  the  varied 
objects  displayed  are  rare  specimens  of  excellence  in  the 
branches  of  art  to  w'hich  they  respectively  belong.  The 
great  feature  of  the  exhibition  is  the  display  of  metal  works, 
which  comprise  gold  and  silver — latten  and  other  metals — 
bronu,  iron.  Damascene,  and  niello.  The  splendid  collection 
of  objects  which  this  portion  of  the  exhibition  contains  would 
alone  prove  highly  attractive.  It  comprises  a  great  variety 
of  cups,  hanaps,  flagons,  tankards,  bowls,  shells,  chalices, 
monstrances,  reliqnanes,  crosiers,  and  other  objects  similarly 
adauted  for  embellishment  Foremost  in  the  collection  is  the 
celebrated  Nautilus,  elaborately  mounted  in  silver  gilt,  with 


deeper  voice— a  voice,  in  feet,  rarely  to  be  found. 

The  Symphony  hr  Haydn  (in  Q)  ie  one  of  hie  early  productions,  and 
a  favourite  work  of  the  illustrioue  compoeer.  Ae  such  it  was  per¬ 
formed,  under  hie  own  direction,  in  the  Theatre  at  Oxford,  on  the  oc- 
eaeion  of  hie  being  admitted  to  the  honour  of  the  doctorate  by  the 
University.  Apparently  aiinple,  but  in  many  parte  highly  elaborated 
—for  Haydn  well  underetood  the  art  of  ctmeeaUng  «r/— this  ie  one 
of  the  most  charming  of  hit  almost  numberless  symphonies.  The  ex¬ 
quisite  Adaqio  was  unanimously  encored.  We  will  risk  the  conjec¬ 
ture,  that  the  author  never  witnessed  so  effective,  so  perfect  a  per¬ 
formance  of  his  work  as  was  now  exhibited.  Mendelssohn’s  Symphony 
gains  at  every  hearing.  The  first  movement  (an  aUrgro)  ie  the  least 
meritorious  part  of  it,  displaying  much  labour  without  commensurate 
effect.  The  oompoeer  intended  to  re-write  this  portion ;  but,  unhappily  I 
be  was  not  spared  to  carry  many  of  his  designs  into  execution.  The 
Andante  in  this, — a  movement  of  surpassing  beauty — was  called  for  a 
second  time,  as  a  matter  of  course,  for,  while  the  practice  shall  last,  it 
would  betray  great  want  of  taste  and  judgment  in  an  audience  that 
did  not  demand  the  repetition  of  euch  divine  etraine.

Mr  Editor,— Though  1  do  not  pretend  to  be  a  judge  of  pio- 
turea,  I  hare  always  been  a  lover  of  them,  and  always  felt 
a  taste  for  the  art  to  be  one  of  the  most  valuable  gifts- 
valuable,  1  mean,  for  its  influences  on  the  mond  and  intellec¬ 
tual  life — with  which  nature  or  education  can  furnish  a  man. 
And  I  doubt  whether  there  be  any  class  of  persons  (artists 
only  excepted,  and  thcM  who  are  otherwise  engaged  in  a 
regular  study  of  the  subject)  that  has  a  more  real  and  rational 
interest  in  the  condition  of  our  national  collections  of  art  than 
the  class  to  which  I  belong.

The  votes  given  to  the  sucoessful  can¬ 
didates  were  as  follows: — Camoi,  132,797;  Vidal,  128,439;  and  De 
Floite,  126,982.  The  vote  for  the  unsuixxssful  candidates  were  Foy, 
125,643;  Lahilte,  125,478  ;  Bonjean,  124,347.  The  total  numb^ 
of  electors  registered  was  353,509  ;  the  total  number  of  voters  was 
260,198;  and  the  votes  counted  were  259,126.  In  the  department 
of  the  Upiier  Rhine  only  one  of  the  Government  candidates,  M. 
Dollfus,  has  been  elect^.  M.  de  Berkheim,  whose  election  was 
I  o^dally  atinouiKed,  has  failed.  It  also  appears  that  M.  do  Barral, 
whose  election  for  the  Allier  was  announco«<,  has  also  failod.  The 
member  elected  is  M.  Dupont  de  Bussac,  a  Red  Republican.  In  the 
Upper  Pyrennees  M.  de  Goulard  has  been  returned.  The  general 
result  of  the  elections  is  10  for  the  Government  and  21  for  the 
Opposition.  It  is  said  that  M.  Vidal  has  intimated  his  intention  of 
making  hb  option  in  favour  of  Paris,  instead  of  the  Lower  Rhine, 
as  was  aA  first  intended.

Taana.— Nr  HUTT,  iny^rding  to  the  notice  he  had  given,  moved 
that  an  addreas  should  be  presented  praying  her  Majesty  to  direct 
negotiations  to  be  ounmenoed  for  the  purpose  of  releasing  this  country 
from  all  troaties  which  at  present  engage  us  to  maintain  a  equa^n 
on  the  coast  of  Africa  for  the  suppression  of  the  slave  trada  Two 
saeosssive  committees  of  the  legislature  had  recognised  the  impolicy 
of  endeavouring  to  suppress  the  slave  trade  by  force  of  arms.  The 
blockade  of  the  coast  of  Africa,  underUken  thirty -one  years  ago,  bad 
resulted  in  an  aggravation  of  all  the  atrocities  that  characterised  the 
traflic  in  slaves;  while  the  numbers  increased  from  90,000  in  1815  to 
105,000  in  1819.  Since  that  time  England  had  extended  her  efforts 
at  suppression,  by  enlarging  her  squadron,  by  employi|^  the  new  arm 
of  steam-vessels,  and  by  contracting  more  stringen^reaties  on  the 
subject  with  Spain,  Portugal,  and  Prance,  but  with  no  oorresp<mdiug 
gucrtgg  In  corroboration  of  these  statements  the  hon.  member  re* 
ferred  to  the  opinions  eipressed  by  the  Duke  of  Wellington  at  the 
Congress  of  Verona,  and  by  Lord  J.  Russell  as  recently  as  1839  The 
temporary  diminution  in  the  slave  trade  in  1840  was  attributable  not 
io  the  vigilance  of  Captains  Denman  and  Mansel,  but  to  a  mercantile 
depression  and  to  ronie  sincere  efforts  made  in  Cuba  and  Brasil  about 
that  time  to  abolish  the  traffic.  Subsequently  the  numbers  bad 
again  extended  to  88,000,  in  1848,  and  the  commerce  was  at  prr^nt 
flourishing  abundantly.  Tbe  danger  of  capture  by  the  British 
cruisers  abided  exorbitantly  to  tbe  sufferings  of  the  slaves  both 
during  the  middle  paseage  "  and  while  waiting  purchasers  in  their 
African  captivity.  On  this  point  Mr  Uutt  enter^  into  many  striking 
details,  which  he  summed  up  with  the  conclusion  that  the  squadron, 
though  costing  so  heavy  a  price  in  money  and  human  life,  was  utterly 
unavailing  in  reducing  tbe  amount  of  the  traffic,  while  it  frightfully 
enhanced  its  horrors.  Every  contrivance  of  governments,  from  the 
Rmperor  Napoleon  to  our  own  Chancellors  of  the  Exchequer,  bad 
failed  to  put  down  contraband  traflic  at  home ;  and  the  attempt  was 
yet  more  Quixotical  upon  the  vast  and  distant  coast  of  Africa.  The 
endeavour  had  already  cost  us  twenty-five  millions,  was  maintained 
Mi  a  cost  of  700,0001  or  800,0001.  per  annum,  and  had  monopolised 
She  services  of  fully  one-fourth  the  whole  British  navy  afloat.  But 
the  system  wss  worse  than  merely  expensive — it  was  fatal,  cruel,  and

The  proposed  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Dublin  to  agitate  against 
the  abolition  of  the  Vice-regal  office  took  place  at  the  Rotundo  on 
Thursday.  A  resolution  was  carried  unanimously  for  presenting  a 
petition  to  the  Queen  against  the  measure,  and  others  were  made 
embodying  statements  to  the  effect  that  the  anticipated  loss  to  the 
trade  of  Dublin  would  not  be  less  than  300,000L  yearly.  Mr  H. 

Grattan  made  a  furious  speech,  in  the  course  of  which  he  repeated  the 
old  accusation  that  on  one  occasion  when  he  sat  on  a  committee  in  the 
House  of  Commons  he  was  offered  a  bribe  of  5,000/.  He  repeated  this 
charge,  to  show  how  desirable  it  was  that  Ireland  should  have  her 
own  legislature  again,  as  well  as  retain  her  executive  govern¬ 
ment.  He  closed  his  speech  with  this  safe  declaration : — **  Lord 
Cbarlemont  and  his  father  stood  with  others  at  the  head  of  100,000 
men  and  200  pieces  of  cannon  to  maintain  the  rights  of  the  country, 
but  Ac  would  wait  until  they  had  200,000  men  and  400  pieces  of 
cannon.”  It  is  but  right  to  observe  that  all  the  speeches  did  not 
smack  of  the  same  **  villainous  saltpetre  ”  with  which  Mr  Grattan 
contrives  to  perfume  his  harangues.

upon  giving  only  one. - Mr  PEEL  supported  the  amendment  of  Mr 

Walpole,  believing  that  if  the  system  we  recommended  to  the  colonists 
were  wished  to  prove  successful,  it  could  only  be  by  making  it  accord  with 
the  desires  of  those  for  whose  government  it  was  intended.  He  did  not 
think  the  difficulties  of  constituting  an  upper  chamber  insuperable,  and 
he  deprecated  leaving  the  colonists  to  discuss  a  constitutional  question  as 
soon  as  the  bill  should  have  passed  into  a  law,  as  such  discussions  could 
not  fail  to  give  rise  to  feelings  which  might  have  a  very  injurious  effect  on 

the  colonies. - Lord  ARUNDEL  and  SURREY  said  when  he  came 

down  to  the  house  he  was  in  favour  of  the  proposition  of  two  chambers, 
but  by  the  debate  which  had  so  far  taken  place  ne  was  convinced  that  the 

better  course  was  to  agree  to  the  proposition  of  the  government. - Lord 

J.  RUSSELL  said  there  was  nothing  new  in  the  proposition  for  nominees 
of  the  crown  in  the  legislative  council,  for  he  had  made  a  similar  propo* 
sition  in  1836,  and  subsequently  Lord  Stanley  carried  that  proposition  into 
law,  and  it  was  found  to  work  well,  and  had  given  groat  satisfaction  to 
the  people  of  New  South  Wales  ever  since.  As  there  was  every  wish  to 
consult  the  desires  of  the  people  of  those  colonies,  he  hoped  the  house 
would  not  sanction  an  amendment  which  would  effect  a  change  that  had 
already  undergone  some  discussion  in  New  South  Wales,  and  been  rejected. 
They  had  no  data  upon  which  to  proceed  in  laying  down  the  plan  for  asccond 
chamber,  either  as  to  the  boandaries  of  provinces,  their  population,  or  the 
number  of  residents  within  them  having  the  necessary  qualification,  how¬ 
ever  moderate  that  qualification  might  bo. - Mr  GLADSTONE  dwelt 

strongly  upon  the  importance  of  the  motion  under  consideration,  and  con¬ 
tended  that  the  bill  as  framed  by  the  government  had  been  only  received 
with  comparative  satisfaction  by  New  South  Wales  as  avast  improvement 
upon  the  plan  of  constitution  which  they  had  by  circumstances  been  led  to 
anticipate.  The  governor  of  Van  Dieman’s  Land  had  recommended  that 
there  should  be  in  that  colony  an  upper  chamber,  and  there  was  no  reason 
whatever  to  believe  that  materials  could  not  be  found  for  an  upper  cham¬ 
ber  in  the  other  Australian  colonies  as  well  as  in  Van  Dieman’s  Land. 
The  power  said  to  be  given  to  alter  the  constitution  was  of  a  most  imper¬ 
fect  description ;  the  influence  of  the  nominees  (ks  residents  in  the  capital) 
would,  of  necessity,  be  far  greater  than  its  mere  numerical  amount,  and 
the  result  would  be,  there  would  bo  no  end  to  political  agitation  in  the 
colonies  in  order  to  effect  any  improvement  in  the  constitution.  If  the 
government  thought  the  responsibility  too  great  of  having  two  chambers 
without  consulting  the  colonies  they  had  better  wait  until  next  year,  in¬ 
stead  of  sending  over  a  measure  so  full  of  imperfections.  Of  the  two  evils 

that-of  waiting  would  decidedly  be  the  least. - Col. THOMPSON  opposed 

the  amendment,  because  he  perceived  the  object  to  be  the  ^pointinent  of 

a  legislative  council  to  be  appointed  bv  the  crown. - The  committee 

then  divided,  and  the  amendment  of  Mr  Walpole  was  negatived  by  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  198  to  147. - The  bouse  then  resumed,  the  chairman  reported 

progress,  and  obtained  leave  to  sit  again  on  Monday. 

Supply. — Lord  J.  RUSSELL  said  that  on  Monday  he  would  ask  for 
seme  votes  on  account  of  supply,  and  as  it  would  be  necessary  that  the 
report  of  the  committee  should  oe  brought  up,  he  would  propose  thak  the 
bouse  should  sit  at  twelve  o’clock  on  Tuesiiay,  when  the  adjournment 

would  be  moved  until  the  8th  of  April. - The  remaining  business  was 

then  disposed  of,  and  the  bouse  adjourned. 

LAW  COURTS. 

Ashby’s  Divorce. — House  of  Lords,  March  22sd.— Upon  the 
last  inquiry  into  this  case,  which  took  place  on  the  let  insL,  a  pocket-book 
was  put  in  evidence  belonging  to  Mrs  Ashby,  conuining  the  letter  ad¬ 
dressed  by  that  lady  to  Mr  Scudamore  Stanhope,  which  had  been  picked 
up  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Queenby  Ashby,  her  nusband,  in  the  cabin,  and 
which  letter,  it  bad  been  stated,  was  the  first  intimation  he  bad  received  of 
the  illicit  intercourse  that  was  carried  on  by  his  wife.  We  now  place  be¬ 
fore  our  readers  a  copy  of  that  extraordinary  document : — “  My  Berth, 
Sunday  morning.  My  own,  own,  own,  for  ever  doated  on,  idolised  trea¬ 
sured  treasure,  treasured  Henry.  I  am  in  a  fright,  love,  and  coiiiequeutly 
have  not  had  one  wink  of  sleep  all  the  weary  night  through,  and  feel  very 

aueer  and  more  excited.  I  have  been  all  but  obliged,  my  own  precious 
oated-on  darling,  to  have  a  regular  open  row  with  that  brute  this  morn¬ 
ing,  as  be  is  now  putting  on  a  sort  of  quizzing  triumphant  air  with  me,  as  if 
he  thought  now  that  you,  my  own  idolised  love,  were  tiring  of  me,  and 
shaking  me  off,  and  as  if  his  turn  for  paying  me  off  wsi  coming.  Darling, 
darling,  darling  Henry,  my  blessing  and  treasure,  tell  me  what  I  shall  do. 
I  do  give  it  him  in  every  possible  way,  and  stick  up  to  him  well ;  but, 
darling  one,  if  I  tell  him,  as  I  long  to  do,  that  1  am  yours,  darling,  and 
yours  only,  now  and  for  ever,  in  all  and  every  way,  he  will  be  locking  me 
up,  my  own  blessing,  at  Cadiz  and  Seville,  to  keep  me  from  you ; 
or,  deareet,  dearest  love,  aeing  some  brute  force  or  other,  which 
will  undo  my  dsily  increasing  queer  feelings  and  suspicions.  Henry, 
love  of  loves,  my  best  and  most  precious  of  treasures,  I  could  have 
murdered  him  last  night  and  this  morning;  nnd,  as  it  is,  I  do  not 
believe,  my  own  precious  love,  1  can  bear  his  present  horrid  taunt¬ 
ing  way.'*  There  was  no  signature  to  this  letter,  but  the  pocket-book  in 
which  it  was  written  was  proved  to  have  belonged  to  Mrs  Ashby,  and  her 
brother  now  stated  that  the  letter  was  in  the  hsndwriling  of  that  lady. 
The  matter  will  again  come  on  before  the  house  on  the  12th  of  April. 

Procuring  Abortion.— At  Nottingham,  on  Monday  last,  a  roan 
named  Sansome,  was  charged  with  the  wilful  murder  of  Elizabeth  Bailey, 


murdering  Us  wife,  and  afterwards  deatroying  himself.  After  taking  seve* 
ral  glasses  of  ardent  spirits  at  a  pnbUc-bouse  **  to  keep  np  his  conrage  **  far 
the  fatal  act,  he  ente^  the  boose  where  his  wife  reeided,  on  S^ordM 
afternoon,  and  found  her  in  lAe  presence  of  her  mother  and  sister.  Ho 
asked  her  to  accompany  him  to  the  door  for  the  purpose  of  a  private  eon* 
versation,_but  she  decliaed,  obeerving  that  she  had  no  secrets  which  her 
mother  might  not  hear.  He  attempt  to  induce  her  to  listen  to  him  in 
another  room,  telling  her  she  might  relate  what  passed  afterwards  to  her 
mother  if  she  thought  fit.  This  she  also  refused,  and  ha  than  took  from 
one  of  his  coat  pockets  a  pistol,  and  discharged  it  with  the  muzzle  almoat 
cloae  to  hcr^  person.  The  ball  took  effect  in  the  left  breast,  bat  mitaed  the 
hear^  pierdna  the  breast  in  the  direction  of  the  left  arm,  and  emerging  im- 
medietely  under  the  ann.  Before  any  attempt  at  interference  oouTd  bu 
made,  he  drew  a  second  pistol,  and  placing  the  muzxia  under  bis  right  earj 
discharged  the  oontenis  through  his  head.  The  unfortunate  wife  ran  to 
the  door,  and  sank  upon  the  causeway  in  a  state  of  iuseuiibility.  She  wm 
afterward  carried  to  oed,  and  surgicaJ  aid  being  procured  and  the  wounds 
staunched,  she  still  survives.  It  is  feared,  however,  that  the  ball  has  passed 
through  a  portion  of  the  lungs,  and  thiU  she  cannot  uUimatoly  recover. 
The  wonna  which  Jessop  iunicted  on  himself  was  mortal.  He  fell  upon 
the  floor,  and  expired  in  a  pool  of  blood — his  skull  being  fearfully  shat¬ 
tered. 

Shocking  Murders  in  Scotland.— Great  eonstemation  was  excited 
on  Monday  morning  in  the  quiet  villam  of  Juniper  Green,  about  five  miles 
from  Ediubuigh,  by  the  discovery  of  the  murder  of  Dr  Wilton,  a  resident 
medical  practitioner,  and  his  aged  mother,  in  their  own  house.  The  county 

folice  on  entering  the  bouse  found  Dr  Wilson  in  the  kitchen,  lying  upon 
is  back,  quite  dead,  with  his  head  beaten  almost  to  a  Jolly.  The  next  ob¬ 
ject  which  presented  itself  was  the  lifeless  body  of  his  mother,  which  was 
found  in  the  passage,  apparently  on  the  spot  where  she  bad  been  struck 
down  and  killed.  The  implements  employed  in  these  murders  appeared 
to  have  been  the  kitchen  poker  and  tongs.  A  person  supposed  to  be  the 
murderer  was  apprehended  in  the  house,  and  has  been  lodged  in  Eldinburgh 
gaol.  It  appears  that  late  on  Sunday  nq^ht  a  man  named  Pearson,  who  is 
understood  to  have  been  in  confinement  in  a  lunatic  asylum,  called  at  the 
house  of  Dr  Wilson  for  meilical  advice.  The  doctor  accordingly  prescribed 
a  simple  dose,  and  having  iust  returned  from  visiting  his  country  patients, 
left  the  man  at  the  door,  while  he  himself  and  the  maid  servant  went  to 
the  stable  to  put  up  his  horse.  Upon  bis  return  to  the  houso.  Dr  Wilson 
found  the  outer  door  locked,  and,  upon  knocking,  was  admitted.  This  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  been  observed  by  the  maid  servant,  who  then  went  to  her 
mother’s  house  in  the  neighbourhood,  where  she  usuallv  slopt.  The  pre¬ 
cise  circumstances  that  mllowed  within  Dr  Wilson's  house  can  only  be 
matter  of  conjecture.  It  is  said  that  Pearson,  who  had  called  at  the  bouse 
the  previous  night,  is  the  person  now  in  gaol  upon  suspicion  of  the  murder  ; 
and  it  is  added  that  he  had  passod  the  night  in  the  house,  slcepiug  in  Mrs 
Wilson's  bed,  haviug  first,  it  is  supposed,  burned  his  clothes.  He  was 
found  naked  in  bed  and  sound  asleep.  The  murders  were  brought  to  light 
by  the  servant  returning  as  usual  to  her  work.  She  found  the  door  locked, 
and  upon  looking  thiough  the  windows,  taw  the  body  of  Dr  Wilson  lying 
upon  the  kitchen  floor.  Dr  Wilson  was  about  fifty  years  of  age.  strong 
and  healthy.  His  mother  had  attained  the  age  of  ninety.  We  have 
already  stated  that  Pearson  had  been  in  confinement  as  a  lunatic.  This 
was  some  time  ago.  His  confinement  lasted  about  four  years,  when  ho 
was  discharged  apparently  in  sound  mind.  It  is  stated  that  very  recently 
symptoms  of  insanity  again  manifested  themselves. 

OCCURRENCES  AND  ACCIDENTS. 

Trenendour  Conflaoration.— The  most  extensive  fire  that  hu  oc¬ 
curred  for  some  time  past  in  London  broke  out  on  Wednesday  morning. 
The  scene  of  the  disaster  was  8t  George's-stroot-in-the-Kaat,  near  the 
Loudon  Docks,  the  property  being  in  the  occupancy  of  Messrs  Wackor- 
barth  and  Ceilings,  the  great  sugar-refiners  and  bond  warehousemen. 
The  pruniiscfl  in  question,  which  were  approached  from  a  narrow  gateway 
in  the  front  street,  formed  three  sides  of  a  spacious  sqnare,  covering  in  the 
whole  an  area  of  three  or  four  acres.  One  portion  of  the  factory  was  eight 
floors  high,  whilst  no  part  was  Iom  than  six  or  seven  stories.  It  appears 
that  shortly  before  two  o’clock  the  night  watchman,  whilst  going  round 
the  buildings,  perceived  fire  burning  on  the  second  floor  of  a  house  on  the 
northern  side  of  the  factory,  forming  the  main  front.  This  building 
extended,  in  one  direction,  100  feet,  and  was  nearly  90  feet  deep.  The 
moment  the  watchman  noticed  the  fire  he  alarmed  the  proprietors,  and 
the  engine  belonging  to  the  factory  was  got  out  and  set  to  work.  Messen- 

f;ers  having  been  sent  to  Wellclose  square  for  aid,  two  brigade  engines 
roin  that  station  attended  and  quickly  set  to  work.  I^  that  period,  how¬ 
ever,  the  fire  bad  extended  to  the  floor  above,  aud  tlie  flames  were  rushing 
through  the  windows.  A  strong  body  of  the  London  brigade,  under  the 
superintendence  of  Mr  Braidwood,  followed  in  rapid  succession,  as  well  SB 
that  of  the  West  of  England  Insurance  Company,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr  Connorton.  The  flames,  by  the  time  this  assistance  had  arrived,  bad 
made  most  fearful  progress, — the  whole  of  the  eight  floors  of  the  **  single 
house’’  were  completely  wrapped  in  fire,  the  light  from  which  was  so  in¬ 
tense  that  the  city  and  more  dbtant  places  were  brilliantly  illuminated. 
The  church  steeples  in  the  metropolis,  as  well  as  the  shipping  in  the  rii^ 
and  other  lofty  objects,  and  the  river  fur  miles,  presented  a  beautiful  nnl 
striking  effect.  An  immediate  supply  of  water  having  boon  oblained\ 
about  fifteen  engines  were  called  into  operation,  and  vast  torrents  were  \ 
discharged  upon  the  flames,  but  not  the  least  impression  could  be  made 
upon  them.  The  firemen,  being  unable  to  conquer  so  great  a  body  of 
flame,  did  all  that  they  coold  to  conflne  the  fire  to  the  houso  in  whicn  it 
began  ;  but  in  that  they  were  doomed  to  disappointment,  and  whilst  they 
were  actively  engaged,  another  large  building  became  ignited,  when  thn 
flames  increased  to  such  an  alarming  extent  that  the  whole  neighbourhood 
apdoared  doomed  to  destruction.  At  this  juncture  it  was  deemed  prudent 
to  resort  to  the  most  vigorous  measures  in  the  London  Docks  to  prevent 
the  shipping  and  warehouses  from  sharing  in  the  general  devastation. 
Immense  vollies  of  snarks  and  large  flakes  of  bunting  material  were  con¬ 
tinually  falling  in  that  establishment,  but  owing  to  the  admirable  arrange¬ 
ments  within,  not  the  least  damage  was  done  there.  By  four  o’clock  the 
fire  was  at  its  height,  but  the  firemen  kept  to  their  posts,  although  exposed 
to  much  danger  by  the  continued  falling  of  the  floorings  and  outer  walls. 
Fortunately  none  of  them  received  personal  injury  of  any  extent.  About 
half-past  four  o’clock  the  liquor  vats,  immense  irou  tanks,  fell  with  a  fear¬ 
ful  crash,  forcing  their  way  through  every  floor  that  had  not  previously 
fiillen  to  the  ground.  This,  in  some  measure,  deadened  the  flames  ;  but 
although  the  firemen  were  at  work  the  whole  of  Wednesday,  thsre  re¬ 
mained,  even  at  six  o’clock  in  the  evening,  a  great  body  of  name  in  the 
ruins.  Independent  of  the  moulds  and  other  machinery  destroyed,  soma 
thousand  tons  of  sugar  were  burned;  the  total  lou,  including  the 
buildings,  must  theremre  be  immense. 

A  Youno  Lady  killed.- On  Wednesday  a  melancholy  accident  oc¬ 
curred  at  the  St  Vincent’s  Rocks,  Clifton,  by  which  a  young  lady  lost  her 
life.  Early  that  moniinj^  Miss  Craven,  the  ^gkter  of  Mr  Craven,  soli¬ 
citor,  of  Bristol,  about  mghteen  years  of  ago,  went  out  for  a  walk  upon 


instrument  upon  tne  aecensea,  i!,iizabetn  uailey,  witn  intent  to  procure 
miscarriage.  The  dying  declaration  of  the  uniortunate  sufferer  was  not 
then  in  proof.  There  were  several  counts  in  the  indictment  on  thnt 
occasion  averring  the  use  of  an  instrument.  The  prisoner  was  acquitted. 
Mr  Baron  Parke  ordered  him  to  be  detained  until  tnese  assizes  to  answer 


least  200  feet.  Two  persons  happened  nt  the  moment  to  be  waling  at 
the  foot  of  the  cliff,  and  observing  her  fall,  hastened  to  the  spot,  bnt  found  * 
only  a  heap  of  mangled  remains.  This  is  abeut  the  fifth  faUl  aecidont 
which  has  occurred  from  the  same  spot  within  a  very  short  period. 


Mr  Baron  Parke  ordered  him  to  be  detained  until  these  stsizes  to  answer 
the  charge  of  murder.
